The worst fire that has visited the 
E ast End for years occurred this morn­ 
ing at about 6:30 o’clock at the resi­ 
dence o f "W ill Andrews on First ave­ 
nue. 
As a result the residence was 
damaged tb "tftt extent of not less than 
$1,000, and this amount may be ex­ 
ceeded. 
Shortly after Mr. Andrews left his 
home for his ice houses the fire start­ 
ed in the kitchen. 
The direct cause 
has not been ascertained. It wras not 
long until the upper portion of the 
house was filled with smoke, especial­ 
ly the room which was occupied by 
Mrs. Andrews and her three year old 
son and young babe. 
As soon as the fire was discovered 
word was sent to the East End fire 
station and an unusual quick run was 
made by Capt. Terrence to the burn­ 
ing house. Ths shortest possible route 
was taken, and the manner in which 
the flames were driven from the house 
showed that the East End firemen are 
experts in their work. Every room in 
the first floor was gutted with the ex­ 
ception of the parlor, making 
four 
rooms and their contents that were de­ 
stroyed. 
It was at first thought the firemen 
would not be able to save the upper 
portion of the house, but the men com 
menced work in the heart 
of 
the 
flames and drove the fire to the rear 
of the house. The fire lasted not more 
than 20 minutes. 
Considerable hero­ 
ism was displayed by Miss Ella Wynn, 
who resides with the Andrews family. 
Mrs. Andrews, who was asleep when 
the fire started, was much frightened 
at the progress the flames were mak­ 
ing, and escaped from the house in her 
night clothing. 
Miss Wynn, knowing 
the plight of those on the upper floor, 
ran up stairs through the smoke, and 
picking up the three year old boy, car 
ried him out of the house to the home 
of John Downard, a neighbor. 
She 
then re-entered the burning building 
and feeling her way through the dense 
smoke in the hall way again went to 
the second floor and resc ued the young 
babe, a month old. Her actions were 
warmly applauded. It is reported that 
several men who knew that persons 
were on the second floor refused to 
enter the burning house, but not so 
with Miss Wjfan. 
The lower part of this house is a 
complete wreck, and all the contents 
were destroyed. The upper floor was 
somewhat damaged with smoke and 
water, but the flames were confined to 
the first floor.

There will be 
four rooms in the basement, one of 
which will be for the use of the boys 
as a play room, while the other will be 
devoted to the girls for a similar pur­ 
pose. 
This part of the building will 
extend far above the ground, which 
will give the appearance 
of 
being 
three stories in height. 
The height 
of this part of the building from the 
floor of the basement to the first floor 
will be IO feet, while the second and 
third floors will be 13 feet high. There 
will be four rooms on each floor, and 
in the finishing of the building all 
modern improvements will be used. 
Over the main entrance of the build­ 
ing there will be a belfry which will 
be about 30 feet high from the square 
of the building, at the top of the sec­ 
ond story. On the top of this there will 
be placed a cross, the distance from 
tne top to the ground being not less 
than 65 feet. The new building is to 
be ready for use not later than De­ 
cember 15.

There will be 
four rooms in the basement, one of 
which will be for the use of the boys 
as a play room, while the other will be 
devoted to the girls for a sim ilar pur­ 
pose. 
This part of the building will 
extend far above the ground, which 
will give the appearance 
of

three stories in height. 
The height 
of this part of the building from the 
floor of the basement to the first floor 
will be IO feet, while the second and 
third floors will be 13 feet high. There 
will be four rooms on each floor, and 
in the finishing of the building all 
modern improvements will be used. 
Over the main entrance of the build­ 
ing there will be a belfry which will 
be about 30 feet high from the square 
of the building, at the top of the sec­ 
ond story. On the top of this there will 
be placed a cross, the distance from 
tne top to the ground being not less 
than 65 feet.

CAIN BILL MAOE A LAW 


It Provides For a Tax on Illegal 8a- 
loone, and Methods For Collecting 
It— Board of Review Bill Patted 
by the House. 


Columbus, May 3.—(Special)—The 
Burnham hill changing the Dayton and 
Columbus districts, has been rejected 
by the house by a vote of 60 to 34. The 
senate passed the bill on Wednesday. 
The refusal of the senate to abide by 
the house amendment to the Patterson 
hill and the action of the house on the 
Burnham bill leaves the redistricting 
proposition suspended in mid air. The 
spirit of brotherly love which at times 
the two bodies manifest for each other 
is truly beautiful. 
Guerin, of Erie, 
has 
introduced 
another bill which 
changes 
several 
districts. 
It cannot pass. 
The most important bill passed yes­ 
terday was the Cain bill providing for 
•ae collection of the Dow 
tax 
from 
speakeasies and illegal saloons. The 
senate made this hill a law. 
It auth­ 
orizes the dairy and food commission­ 
er to ferret out those who are evading 
the tax and report to the county audi­ 
tor, who shall add the delinquents to 
the tax duplicate. The auditor is al­ 
lowed a fee of three per cent when 
less than $20,000 is collected, and one 
and one-half per cent when the aggre­ 
gate exceeds that sum. The hill pro­ 
vides for the appointment of deputies 
under the direction of the dairy and 
food commissioner. 
The senate made a law of the Cain 
voting machine hill. 
When 
65 
per 
cent of the electors of a city or vil­ 
lage petition for voting machines, the 
hoards of election shall purchase them. 
The bill to create a board of examin­ 
ers for horse shoers has been placed 
on the calendar again. 
East Liver­ 
pool horse shoers have petitioned for 
its passage. The senate passed the 
hill abolishing the 
state live 
stock 
commission. 
State Game Warden L. H. Reutinger, 
who has oeen in office many years, 
has resigned, to take effect June I. 
He will take a position with a New 
York security company. 
The Longworth board of review hill 
was passed by the house. 
It provides 
for tile appointment of a board of re­ 
view, to displace local hoards of equal­ 
ization, by the governor, upon request 
made by 
the county auditor. The 
county auditor is clerk of the board at 
a salary of $5 per day. The members 
are to receive not more than $250 a 
month and shall be selected from both 
parties.

Donner Denied Sugar Trust Had Made 


Advances—War Department’s 


Figures Differ With Trust’s 


Washington, May 3.—Arthur 
Doty 
ner, treasurer of the American Sugar 
Refining company, was the first 
ness yesterday before the senate cflW- 
mittee on relations with Cuba when 
it resumed its investigation into the 
question of the amount of Cuban su­ 
gar owned by the trust. Hs testimony 
contained the following in part: 
In answer to Chairman Platt, Mr. 
Donner said that he had heard the 
testimony of President Havemeyer on 
Thursday and he declared that it wa3 
correct. 
He said 93,000 tons of Cu­ 
ban sugar had been purchased since 
Jan. I and no more could have been 
bought without his knowing the fact 
as treasurer of the company. 
Ho 
promised to send a detailed statement 
of the several purchases and their 
dates. 


Don’t Agree With Official Figures. 
Mr. Platt rrad a statement from 
the war depaitm rnt to the effect that 
the purchase by the trust in Cuba up 
to March 25. arr. Olin ted to only 3,285 
tons, bet the witness was unable to 
explain 
the 
apparent 
discrepancy. 
The amount cf sugar now in Cuba 
owned by the trust Is 45,000 
tons 
The company dealt entirely with brok­ 
ers in Havana, whom he named. The 
trust had made no advances to Cu­ 
ban planters on their crops, nor had 
it 
toad-' 
any 
advances to Cuban 


banks for subsequent loaning to the 
planters. 
The trust had no holdings 
of lands in Cuba, but what individual 
stockholders might own he could not 
say. 
He himself did not own au 7 
Cuban land. 
Responding to Mr. Teller, the wit­ 
ness said he knew nothing whatever 
about purchases cf lands in the isl­ 
ands by Americans. 


Trust Hadn’t to His Knowledge. 
’ 
The witness said that the trust had 
not. to his knowledge, taken any in­ 
terest whatever in trying to forward 
tariff reduction 
for 
Cuba, but he 
could not say what individual officers 
of the company had done. 
Henry C. Mott, purchaser cf raw 
sugar for the trust, was the ne::t wit­ 
ness. 
His testimony contained the 
following in part: 
He said he had acted In that ca­ 
pacity for the last five years qnd that 
he buys all the raw sugar for the com­ 
pany except the Louisiana sugars. He 
confirmed previous 
statements that 
the trust had bought 93,000 tons -o f 
Cuban sugar since Jan. I. 
Mr. Mott 
also said that in the course of the 
year the American company proba 
bly purchased 50 per cent of the Cu­ 
ban sugar product and that he sup­ 
posed the other 50 per cent is securf I 
by other susar refineries in the Unit­ 
ed States.

the tax and report to the county audi­ 
tor, who shall add the delinquents to 
the tax duplicate.

and one-half per cent when the aggre­ 
gate exceeds that sum. The Dill pro­ 
vides for the appointm ent of deputies 
under the direction of the dairy and 
food commissioner.

Figures Differ W ith Trust’s 


Washington, May 3.—A rthur 
Dory 
ner, treasu rer of the American Sugar 
Refining company, was the first 
ness yesterday before the senate com­ 
mittee on relations with Cuba when 
it resumed its investigation into the 
question of the am ount of Cuban su­ 
gar owned by the trust. H s testimony 
contained the following in part: 
In answ er to Chairm an Platt, Mr. 
Donner said that he had heard the 
testim ony of President H avem eyer on 
Thursday and he declared th a t it wa3 
correct. 
He said 93,000 tons of Cu­ 
ban sugar had been purchased since 
Jan. I and no more could have been 
bought without his knowing the fact 
as treasurer of the company. 
Ho 
promised to send a detailed statem ent 
of the several purchases and their 
dates. 


Don’t Agree W ith Official Figures. 


Mr. P latt read a statem ent from 
the w ar departm ent to the effect that 
the purchase by the trust in Cuba up 
to March 25. am ounted to only 3,285 
tons, bvt the witness was unable to 
explain 
the 
apparent 
discrepancy. 
The am ount cf sugar now in Cuba 
owned by the trust is 45,000 
tons 
The company dealt entirely with brok­ 
ers in Havana, whom he named. 
The 
tru st had made no advances to Cu­ 
ban planters on their crops, nor had 
it 
made 
any 
advances 
to Cuban 


banks for subsequent loaning to the 
planters. 
T he tru st had no holdings 
of lands in Cuba, but what individual 
stockholders might own he could not 
say. 
He himself did not own a 117 
Cuban land. 
Responding to Mr. Teller, the wit­ 
ness said hp knew nothing whatever 
about purchases cf lands in the isl­ 
ands by Americans. 


Trust Hadn’t to His Knowledge. 


The witness said that the tru st ha I 
not, to his knowledge, taken any in­ 
terest w hatever in trying to forw a:d 
tariff reduction 
for 
Cuba, but he 
could not say what individual officers 
of the com pany had done. 
H enry C. Mott, purchaser cf raw 
sugar for th© trust, was the ne :t w it­ 
ness. 
His testim ony contained the 
following in part: 
He said he had acted In that ca­ 
pacity for the last five years and th a t 
he buys all the raw sugar for the com ­ 
pany except the Louisiana sugars. He 
confirmed previous 
statem ents that 
the tru st had bought 93,000 tons

Cuban sugar since Jan. I. 
Mr. Mott 
also said that in the course of the 
year th e American company proba 
bly purchased 50 per cent of the (’n 
ban sugar product and that he sup 
posed the other 50 per cent is secu:f I 
by other Hilmar refineries in the U nit­ 
ed States.

Intended to Offer Amendments—En* 


tered House ae It Was Put on 


Passage—Vote Taken Before He 


Understood What Was Qoing On. 


Washington, 
May 3.—The houso 
yesterday passed the anti-conspiracy 
bill reported from the judiciary com­ 
mittee without a word of debate. It 
came up rather unexpectedly, and Mr. 
Littlefield, of Maine, who bad filed 
a minority report on the bill and had 
intended to offer some amendments, 
came in just as it was put upon Its 
passage and the vote was taken be­ 
fore he understood what was going 
on. The bill is as follows: 
“That no agreement, combination 
or 
contract by or between two or 
more persons to do or procure to be 
done, or not to do or procure not to 
be done, any act in contemplation or 
furtherance of any trade dispute be­

his bedside when death came. 
Congressman

came to

on 
April l l to undergo 
treatment tor kidney trouble.. Four 
days later an operation was perform­ 
ed by Dr. Hugh H. Young, and Mr. 
Cum rn Inga seemed to be on a fair 
way to recovery. A week later, how­ 
ever, pleurisy , developed, and on April 
25 it was apnonncwl that Mr. Cum­ 
mings was suffering from pneumonia 
In one lung. 
Last Tuesday 
It was announced 
that the malady had extended to both 
lungs, 
since which time Mr. Cum* 
tilings 
has 
been hovering between 
life and death. 


Amos J. Cummings 
was born at 
Conkling, Broome county, N. Y., May 
15, ll&S. 
He received an academic 
education, set type in his 
father’s 
printing office and at 15 became a 
Journeyman^prlnter. Starting in New 
York he earned his living 
setting 
type in nearly 
every state in the 
Union. 
In 1857 
he was with tho 
Walker expedition at Mobile and was 
captured by Commander Davis on the 
Quaker 
City. 
In 1861 he was ser­ 
geant major of the Twenty-sixth New* 
York 
infantry, in which he served 
gallantly, being officially 
mentioned 
for his bravery in assaulting Fred­ 
ericksburg heights. 
He was editor of the New York 
Weekly Tribune in 1865, after serving 
as dight editor and political editor. 
In 1868 he became managing editor 
of the Sun, but resigned In 1873 be­ 
cause of ill health. 
In 1876 he be­ 
came managing 
editor of the New 
York Express at John Kelly’s request, 
but resigned because of Kelly’s hos­ 
tility to Tilden, and returned to the 
Sun, whose weekly edition he edited 
after 1884. He was chosen p re s e n t 
of the New York Press club for two 
years, declining re-election. 
In 1886 
he was elected to congress from the 
Sixth, or Wall street district. In 1888 
he declined renomination to congress, 
but on Samuel S. Cox’s death, in the 
Ninth district, he was elected to the 
vacancy, and was re-elected In 1890 
to the Fifty-second congress by 11,000 
majority. 
Mr. Cummings won a national rep­ 
utation as a newspaper correspond­ 
ent, and was a useful and brilliant 
congressman.

Only Unfavorable Feature In Indus­ 
trial Situation—Collections More 
Prompt, Says Dun’s.

earnings thus far reported for April 
exceed last year’s by 7.2 per cent. 
Much Railway Work Being Done. 
Consumers of finished steel prod­ 
ucts are compelled to place 
orders 
subject to the convenience of manu­ 
facturers, and 
It 
Is 
the exception 
when any nearby deliveries are prom­ 
ised. 
An unprecedented amount of 
railway work is being done, while the 
erection of new buildings would be 
much more extensive lf material were 
available. 
This structure work is on 
a record breaking scale and promises 
relief to the situation hereafter, since 
many of the plants under construc­ 
tion will add to the productive ca­ 
pacity when completed. 
Pig Iron has 
worked up to a higher point, Besse­ 
mer commanding |20 at Pittsburg on 
deliveries within six months, owing 
to the full contracts held by the fur­ 
naces. 
Foreign dealers have shown 
much wisdom by making coucessious 
in this market. 
Jobbers In dry goods have felt th* 
effects of good* weather and a brisk 
trade has been done at steady prices, 
although no general advance has fol­ 
lowed the rise in raw cotton or tho 
restricted operations at woolen mills. 
W eak silver has continued to mili­ 
tate against exports to China. 
Over­ 
tim e work at independent mills is 
partially neutralizing the effect of th?

High Level For Cereal Prices.

The abrupt 
break to par of Rutland pieferred,

Thursday, was 
sufficient indication on the Block ex­ 
change of the state of distrust which 
had arisen. 
The displacng of credits 
which resulted from the discrim ina­ 
tion aganst collateral for loans caused 
a lively 
disturbance In the money 
market, which was already In a tight 
condition. 
Some of the largest of the 
banks loaned very freely at an arid 
trary rate of 6 per cent, but this did 
not prevent an active demand at a 
higher range of rates all the way up 
to IO per cent.

against the Spaniards. 
When Colonel Roosevelt acceded to 
the presidency, there was considerable 
of a scramble among his former com­ 
rades foi office. 
Colonel Brodie, how­ 
ever. was not of the number, and he 
is the only one to be honored with a 
position of any Importance. 
Colonel Brodie has a very Interesting 
history. He w as graduated frara West 
Point in 1870 and promoted to a second 
lieutenancy In the same year.

served on frontier duty up to 1877, 
when he resigned from the service. In 
1871 he was especially commended for 
gallantry in action. 
When the Bpanlsh-Amerlcan w ar be­ 
gan, lie organized the Arizona quota 
of the First United States cavalry, fa­ 
miliarly known as the rough riders. 
He organized, drilled and equipped the 
first squadron of the regiment at San 
Antonio, Tex., In May, 1898.

The ferocious and stealthy Canadian 
lynx, once so dreaded by the pioneers 
of upper Canada, has now almost en­ 
tirely disappeared from th at region.

engag ed in trade or commerce 
be­ 
tween the several states, or between 
any territory aud another, or between 
any territory or territories anti any 
8tato or states or the D istrict of Co­ 
lumbia, or with foreign nations, cr 
between the District of Columbia an i 
any state or states or foreign nations. 
shall be deemed criminal, nor shall 
those engaged therein be indictable 
or otherwise punishable for the crime 
of conspiracy, if such act committed 
by one person would not bo punish­ 
able as a crime, nor shall such agre**- 
ment, combination or contract bo con 
8iderod as in constraint of trade or 
commerce, nor shall any restraining 
order or injunction bo issued with 
relation thereto. 
Nothing in this act 
shall exempt from punishment, other 
wise than as herein excepted, any 
persons guilty of conspiracy for which 
punishment is now provided by any 
act of congress, but such act of con 
gress shall, as to the agreem ents, 
combinations and contracts hereinbe­ 
fore referred to be construed as lf 
this act were therein contained.”

Amos J. Cummings 
was born at 
Conkliug, Broome county, N. Y., May 
15, 1»S. 
He received an academic 
education, set type in his 
father's 
printing office and at 15 became a 
Jourueyman^printer. 
Starting in New 
York he earned his living 
setting 
type in nearly 
every state In the 
Union. 
In 1857 
he was with tho 
W alker expedition at Mobile and was 
raptured by Commander Davis on the 
Quaker 
City. 
In 1861 he was ser­ 
geant m ajor of tho Twenty-sixth New 
York 
infantry, In which he servej 
gallantly, being officially 
m entioned 
for his bravery In assaulting Fred­ 
ericksburg heights. 
He was editor of tho New York 
Weekly Tribune in 1865, after serving 
as night editor and political editor. 
In 1868 ho became managing editor 
of the Sun, but resigned in 1873 be­ 
cause of ill health. 
In 1876 ho be­ 
came managing 
editor of the New 
York Express ut John Kelly’s request, 
hut resigned because of Kelly’s hos­ 
tility to Tilden, and returned to the 
Sun, whose weekly edition he edited 
after 1884. 
He was chosen president 
of tho New York Dress club for two 
years, declining re-election. 
In 1S86 
he was elected to congress from the 
Sixth, or Wall street district. 
In 1888 
he declined renom ination to congress, 
hut on Samuel S. Cox's death, in the 
Ninth district, ho wus elected to the 
vacancy, and was re-elected in 1890 
to the Flfty-secoud congress by 11,000 
majority. 
Mr. Cummings won a national rep­ 
utation as a newspaper correspond­ 
ent, aud was a useful and brilliant 
congressman.

The ferocious and stealthy Canadian 
lynx, once so dreaded by the pioneers 
of upper Canada, has now alm ost en* 
tirely disappeared from th at region. 
At the tim e when the adventure here 
related took place they were numerous 
and more dreaded than bears.
